In a discussion of the U Thant initiative , it was 
agreed tbst the GVN's suggestions that a reply to U Thant 
be delayed until after Guam, and that the U- Thant pro- 
posal be discussed at Guam, were unwxse. We should 
provide a further response to U Thant as soon as possible. 

It was hoped that we could give U Thant our reply by Satur- 
day, even though we went no further than indicating our- 
readiness to talk about his 3-phase initiative. 

.There was a discussion of the two papers dealing with 
ceasefire terms. The Committee agreed that the Vietnam 
Working Committee paper was a thoughtful effort and pro- 
vided useful guidance. A paper prepared by Colonel Gins- 
burgh of Walt Ros tow's staff was regarded by the Committee 
as a set of conditions for the surrender of Communist forces 
and, therefore,- had little applicability in the present cir- 
cumstances. It was agreed that the Secretary should be 
informed of the Committee’s views since both papers would 
be made available to him in connection with the Guam meeting 
(the Secretary has been informed^ . 

Mr. Unger distributed copies of the draft Communique 
for the Guam meeting. 
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Governor Harriman and Mr. Cooper met with Mr. Eugene 
Rostow following the meeting, and briefed him on what 
transpired. Mr. Rostow concurred with the Committee’s 
assessment of the ceasefire papers and with the need to 
inform U Thant as soon as possible of our reaction to his 
proposal.
